Federal Budget Can Affect 


Lives of All U.S. Citizens 


EDITOR S NOTE — Don't 1* 
those big fig ures scar« y ou off-— 
the federal budg et really Is about 
y ou. In this, first of two self-con­ 
tained articles on the budg et, Sam 
Dawson. AP business news anal­ 
y st. discusses how the budg et af­ 
fects the economy , esp ecially this 
y ear.

NEW YORK (AP)—The federal 
budg et is a hefty comp ilation of 
fig ures and t-.fimates so comp lex 
that ev en an electronic comp uter 
mig ht flinch at sig ht of it. But it 
can affect the liv es of all citi­ 
zens. 
Dep ending on what Cong ress fi­ 
nally does about the one submit­ 
ted by President Kennedy , the 
budg et can touch y ou in many 
Way s—y our job, y our p rofits, y our 
tax es, y our p ension, ev en y our 
cost of liv ing . 
The formal budg et which the 
President is required by law to 
p resent to Cong ress each January 
may affect y ou less than the ac­ 
tual cash budg et which shows 
what the Treasury ex p ects to 
take in and to p ay out. The cash 
budg et is about one-fifth larg er 
than the administrativ e or formal 
one. And it estimates a deficit 
of $10.3 billion in the fiscal y ear 
starting July 1. 
The Treasury would thus be 
p utting that much more money 
into the economy than it would be 
taking out. This could sp ur eco­ 
nomic g rowth, p rov ided it didn’t 
set off p rice inflation that would 
nullify the benefits. 
(If the budg et p rop osed a sur­ 
p lus, it would mean taking more 
out in tax es than the Treasury 
was p utting back in by sp ending . 
This could brake any inflation. 
But under 
p resent conditions, it 
mig ht feed a recession—just what 
nobody wants, or rig ht now ex ­ 
p ects.) 
The p arts, as well as the whole, 
of the budg et affect y ou. Hig h 
tax es, for ex amp le, take out of 
the stream of industry and trade 
money that mig ht be used by con­ 
sumers and business firms to buy 
g oods and serv ices. 
The arg ument for cutting tax es, 
as the new budg et p rop oses, is 
that lower tax es will sp ur the 
economy . This could create jobs 
or leng then work weeks. It could 
mean more p rofits for business, 
hig her incomes for indiv iduals, 
and more incentiv e for both to 
g et g oing . 
Sp ending p rog rams affect all 
tax p ay ers and countless indiv idu­ 
als who receiv e money directly — 
g ov ernment p ay checks, v eteran 
benefits, jobless comp ensation— 
or p ersons whose jobs dep end on 
g ov ernment orders. The sp ecial- 


ied 
g ov ernment sp ending 
p ro­ 
g rams touch many communities 


as well as industries. Some of the 
sp ending is for loans or p ublic 


works which may return money 
to the Treasury and to the com­ 
munities. 


So that leav es the neat p rob­ 


lem: Just where do the benefits 
trom sp ending offset the drag of 
'ax es on the economy ? 


And in the case erf the p resent 


budg et, there’s the p roblem of 


the effect of a $10 billion or more 
Treasury deficit on the economy . 


Much of the effect of the budg ­ 
et on the v alue of the dollar and 
the cost of liv ing dep ends on how 
the deficit is financed. 
If the Treasury raises the $10 
billion or so by selling short-term 
securities to the banks, the sup ­ 
p ly of money and credit would be 
inflated, and p erhap s with bad ef­ 
fects desp ite the current ex cess 
of labor and of industrial cap ac­ 
ity . If the Treasury sells long ­ 
term bonds to sav ers, whether in­ 
div iduals or institutions, who will 
hold onto them, monetary infla­ 
tion would be sidestep p ed. 


And there’s the admnistration’s 
arg ument: The deficit can trig g er 
an economic g rowth that in itself 
will wip e out Treasury deficits 
after a y ear or two.

Kennedy can’t take credit for 
the widening sp lit between Russia

His two g reatest v ictories at 
home were g etting a new trade 
p rog ram throug h Cong ress and 
forcing the steel industry to back 
down on a p rice increase. 
Kennedy ,
